INTRODUCTION. 

This collection originally consisted of the prints and books illustrating the 
military operations of George Ill’s Reign and was extended to cover the 
period it now embraces, on the publication of the catalogue of Commander 
Sir Charles Gust’s Naval Collection, which it overlaps to the extent of 
dealing with the operations of the Royal Marineswhile a few prints of 
Naval actions against land defences, of which he has not specimens, are 
also included. 

With a few exceptions, all the works catalogued are represented in the 
collection, which was made up, when possible, to include any traced in the 
British Museum and other collections in this country, in the Musee de 
TArmee and the Soci^te de la Sabretache in Paris, from a constant study 
of the catalogues of most collections and sales, and from search by the 
trade. Foreign prints have consequently been added where British plates 
do not exist, or when sufficiently important to merit inclusion in any event. 
“ Non-contemporary ” prints have been similarly treated, as the earliest 
contemporary representations are those by Dutch engravers of battles of 
the Netherlands War of Independence of 1572-1604. In certain instances, 
however, engravings of earlier campaigns have been produced from 
tapestries and illustrated MSS., and this restricted the date to the Bayeux 
Tapestry of the Norman Conquest, before which 1 can trace no contem¬ 
porary rendering of a British battle. 

The reproductions were commenced in 1914 when it was intended to 
publish a larger number of the most important actions and decorative 
plates than proved possible when work was resumed in 1920, owing to the 
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prohibitive cost. It is hoped, however, that the selection as limited will 
appeal to the Army, whose achievements it has been my ambition to record 
in this form, and that the text also may prove acceptable as a technical 
catalogue of the prints and illustrated books on the military operations of 
the British Empire. 

France, in her collections and in many finely illustrated works, has 
preserved her historic achievements in a manner which one hopes will 
meet with similar response in this Empire, where the restless conditions 
of the Nation’s wide-spread obligations has made a desire for such records 
very difficult for Regiments individually to satisfy. A portfolio of the most 
representative battles has consequently been added, reproduced as nearly 
in facsimile as was possible under the very difficult conditions for such 
work after the Great War, which it is hoped may help to fill the want 
referred to, at all events in Messes and Libraries. 

The historical descriptions have been compiled from various standard 
books of reference but are principally based on the History of the British 
Army by the Hon. J. W. Fortescue, of which admirable work the last two 
volumes most fortunately appeared before the completion of a period 
covering a practically unbroken sequence of Campaigns and Actions in 
almost every part of the globe, and which is also celebrated as one of the 
best in the history of art. The stupendous events which built up the 
British Empire were consequently recorded in a manner which testifies to 
the encouragement extended to the craftsmen and workers of earlier days 
and justifies the expressions voiced by the author on the difficulties which 
have beset his path. They, however, correspondingly increase my gratitude 
to one near to me who has contributed without stint to the production of 
a compilation which would otherwise have proved impossible to complete. 

The catalogue is on technical lines and conforms generally to custom in 
this respect, but as it was felt that in an historical collection of this 
nature the fullest information on the subjects, persons and places represented 
was of primary importance, states with “titles” have been sought for rather 
than “ proofs before letters,” attractive as such very rightly are to a print 
collector. 
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Prints of battles contained in illustrated books or in historical series 
are not listed under the works concerned if considered of sufficient import¬ 
ance to catalogue in detail with the other engravings of the same period. 
Plates appear in their respective campaigns in chronological order, and 
are arranged serially on their average measurements, while short 
comments on technical or military details follow those of importance 
in such respects, but it has been impossible to give in full all the 
information contained in titles and key plates. When actually named, 
however, all the regiments and a selection from the principal personages 
and places have been included in the index ; but a complete list of units 
present in the various actions catalogued does not naturally come within 
the scope of this work. 

The reproduction of the plates has proved a very strenuous though 
interesting task and the results obtained in both coloured and uncoloured 
forms have proved extraordinarily faithful to the originals. The four- 
colour process was adopted for the former and though, possibly, more 
artistic effects might have been obtained by other methods, it was 
impossible to get anything of the size of those in the Portfolio Edition 
carried out by any other process ; while the smaller plates would have lost 
in detail—an important matter in military subjects. The uncoloured plates 
are in collotype, and suitable reproductions of the delicate work and 
comprehensive detail in the fine specimens selected proved impossible until 
that process was adopted. The result, I think, shows on the whole that 
for quality we need not fear foreign competition. 

Brief reference is desirable to certain books and productions which have 
not been catalogued as not being entirely within the scope of the work. 
Of these the finest is Sergent’s “ Portraits des grands hommes, femmes 
illustres et sujets memorables de France . . .” published circa 1786- 
1792 with 192 brilliant aquatint plates in colours by the best French 
artists of the latter part of the 18th century, illustrating historical events 
from the earliest days with portraits of the principal personages concerned. 
In addition to the magnificent works on Louis XIV’s wars, the “Temple de 
la Gloire ” by General Auguste Jube, with 37 plates in line (7f by 12f) of 
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„ the military feats of the French from the Reign of Louis XIV (1643) to 
1802, merits mention as plates of British actions from it and “ Sergent ” 
are catalogued. “The Field of Mars,” published in London in 1801 as a 
“ Digestion of the principal Naval and Military- engagements of Great 
Britain and her Allies from the 9th century to the; peace <5f 1801 ” is, 
unfortunately, a poor counterpart to the “Temple de la Gloire.” Ralfe’s 
“ Naval Chronology of Great Britain,” 1803 to 1816, is on the other hand 
< a beautifully illustrated book with a portrait and 59 aquatint plates. Of 
great quality; the “ Forcing of the Dardanelles” is, however, the only one 
, referred to (see Chap. 36, page 41), though other Naval attacks on land 
defences are included. 

In what must be classed as Objets d’Art, I must refer to a very 

interesting silver gilt box, embossed with portraits of George II and 
George III, containing 55 line engravings (1,| in. circles) forming a history 
in miniature of the war between Great Britain, France and Spain which 
concluded in 1763; and with this should be classed the medallion of 
Wellington's campaigns referred to on page 63. 

Engravings of battle subjects have also been reproduced in relief or in 
transfer on plaques, jugs, or other examples of early pottery; in the 

former a scene from the Irish Rebellion of 1798 has strangely enough been 
reproduced, while in the latter the Death of Wolfe is the best known. 

An interesting unfinished copper-plate, now the property of Mr. 
Macpherson of Cluny, was dug up in a bog at Culloden in 1848. This was 
' engraved by Strange (afterwoods Sir Robert) for printing money for use 
during the Jacobite Rising, the motif being Prince Charlie’s cypher on a 
shield surrounded by military emblems, in a small design applicable to all 
the denominations, which are as low as 1 d. and 2d. 

In this instance the engraver was actually serving with the troops, a 
somewhat unusual occurrence, though many prints are after artists who 
did so. On the other hand prints, unfortunately, too often betray an entire 

absence of accuracy in detail, particularly of uniforms and equipment, 

which materially discounts their interest from a military or historical point 
of view. One must consequently regret that the Civil War is so poorly

represented in contemporary works, as it should not be forgotten that 
Piincc Rupert, so famous in it as a soldier, was an engraver of merit 
and skilled in the mezzotint process of which he was at one time 
supposed to be the inventor. 

In conclusion it is necessary to draw attention to the fact that 
“fakes” of Battles have actually been perpetrated, quite apart from the 
application of that art to the reproduction of scarce engravings. The most 
noteworthy example is illustrated in “The Siege of Athlone in 1691,” for 
which the plate of “The Siege of Londonderry in 1689” by de Hooge has 
the shipping and scenery of its background altered to represent the 
fortifications of a larger town, with camps and concentrations of troops 
in the distance; while the numbered references on the original are re¬ 
christened with equal ingenuity. 

A small series of prints of Battles in the Seven Years’ War was also 
republished in 1834 to illustrate actions in the Wars of the French 
Revolution (see Chap. 35, Plates 1, 6, 12, 14), in which the Battle of 
Minden received as a title “ The French defeated the Spaniards, and took 
the City of St. Sebastian”; while a similar reduction of a plate of Culloden 
was renamed “The Battle near Tournay May 8,' 1793.”

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NOTE. 

The measurements of plates are in inches (the vertical dimension being the first) 
and refer to the engraved surface only, excluding the title and any marginal references 
or borders. The various states in which plates have been published have not been 
dealt with, and impressions “in colours” may also exist of some not classified as such. 
The abbreviation “o.l.p.” denotes a print in the “open letter proof” state; “n.d.” 
that the plate is not dated, but such prints are classified as “ contemporary ” if the 
assumption is warranted. 

From investigation at the British Museum it appears that the plates of the Siege 
of Tangier, catalogued on page 15, are from a set of 14 views of that city by 
W. Hollar in 1673. 

The following prints have been obtained since the book went to press:

A descriptive note refers to flags in the view as indicating the various stages of the 
advance of the British Army during the attack. 

I am much indebted to the officials of the Print and Manuscript Rooms and 
Library of the British Museum, and to those of other collections referred to, for the 
facilities afforded. Much of the information necessary to make this collection has 
been obtained from representatives of the trade, whose assistance is gratefully acknow¬ 
ledged, particularly that rendered by Messrs. T. H. Parker and Messrs. Robson & Co. 
with prints, and by Messrs. Francis Edwards, ‘ whose knowledge of the illustrated 
books on military and historical events has proved invaluable. 

The historical information obtained from the many standard works consulted cannot 
be too warmly recognised, also the help given by the staff of Messrs. Maggs Bros, with 
the reproductions and in the classification of technical details; while, without the close 
personal attention of the staff of Messrs. John Swain & Son Ltd. and of Messrs. 
Emery Walker Ltd., it would have been impossible to arrive at the artistic and 
faithful results undoubtedly obtained in the Book illustrations and Portfolio plates. 
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i. THE NORMAN CONQUEST. 

A.D. 1066. 

The Bayeux Tapestry has handed down an illustrated record of the 
Norman Invasion, unique in character and interest. This wonderful piece 
of needlework is accredited by many to Matilda of Flanders, the wife of 
William the Conqueror, and her court, but was executed in any case not 
later than the commencement of the 12th century. A set of engravings 
of it, consisting of 17 plates in line tinted, produced by the Society of 
Antiquaries consequently supplies a contemporary representation of the 
Norman Conquest and of the events immediately responsible for it. 

Edward the Confessor acceded to the English throne in 1042 and appears 
to have promised the succession to his cousin, William Duke of Normandy, 
though he owed his throne to Godwin whose daughter Edith he married. 
Her brother Harold visited France and received considerable assistance 
from William of Normandy, in consideration of which, he took an oath to 
assist him to the throne of England. Edward the Confessor died on the 
5th of July, 1066; Harold was chosen King and the Norman Duke, who 
claimed the crown as King Edward’s heir, invaded England totally defeating 
Harold at the Battle of Hastings.

2. THE THIRD CRUSADE. 

A.D. x 191—92. 

This is only represented by engravings of 19th century pictures of 
Arsouf, which was fought on the 7th of September, 1192, between the 
English Crusaders only 30,000 strong, under Richard I (Coeur de Lion) and 
300,000 Saracens under Saladin. The Saracens made a desperate onslaught 
on the English and their wings gave way but the centre, under the King, 
stood firm and finally drove back the Moslems in great disorder with a loss 
of 40,000 men. Richard then marched to Jerusalem, which he was unable to 
capture, but his plan of campaign and the execution of this march displayed 
a consummate military skill which is interesting to recall in view of recent 
operations in that theatre of war.

3. THE SIEGE OF BERWICK (HALIDON HILL). 

A.D. 1333. 

Edward Balliol having defeated King David at Dupplin Moor, near 
Perth, was crowned King of Scots and recognized as such by Edward III; 
but David’s party rose again and drove Balliol into England which led 
to Edward III invading Scotland to restore him to the throne and his 
first step was to besiege Berwick. The Scots forced him to fight a battle 
at Halidon Hill, west of Berwick, before he could secure the town, but they 
were defeated and Berwick next day opened its gates.

4. THE CAMPAIGN OF 1346. 

Edward Ill’s attempts to conquer Scotland, complications in Flanders 
and English dislike of the Papa y led England and France slowly to drift 
into war, hostilities opening in 1337. The situation was finally brought to 
a head by Edward III assuming the title of King of France in 1340, which 
resulted in the war known as “The Hundred Years’ War”; during which 
time England and France were generally unfriendly, though fighting did 
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not actually continue without a break for the whole period. Even when 
peace was made the claim was not dropped and every English King, down 
to George III, styled himself King of France, quartering the lilies of France 
with the lions of England. 

The principal battle at the commencement was that of Sluys, in 1340 
—see “Naval Prints” (Cust) Chapter 2—which gave the English the 
command of the Channel for many years. 

In June 1346 Edward III embarked an army and sailed for France; on 
the 12th of July he put into St. Vaast de la Hogue, east of Cherbourg, 
dispersed the French force opposing him and made good his landing. He 
moved east, taking the town of Caen, then through Rouen towards Paris 
crossing the Seine at Poissy and turned northward, crossed the Somme 
below Abbeville, with the French under King Philip VI on his flank, and 
took up a position at Crecy with a force of about 30,000 men. After 
crossing the River Maie on the 26th of August, the French attacked 
with an army of about 130,000 and were totally defeated with a loss of 
about 30,000 of their ranks; and the battle is notable as the English army, 
which was mainly composed of infantry, proved for the first time the 
powerlessness of mounted men against archers. 

Edward III then laid siege to the fortress of Calais and the citizens 
made a gallant defence, but were forced to surrender in the following year 
on the 4th of August, 1347.

This battle secured for a time the English cause in Brittany, where their forces consisted of 
some 200 tnen-at-arms and 400 archers, detached from the Siege of Calais.

While Edward was conducting this campaign in France, King David 
Bruce and a Scottish army invaded England, but was completely routed 
with a loss of 15,000 men by the English troops under Queen Philippa 
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(consort of Edward III) and Lord Percy, at the Battle of Neville’s Cross 
near Durham, October 1346.

This print seems to be wrongly named “ Battle at Newcastle, 55 and the woodcut of it, in 
the 1844 edition, shows it as “Queen Philippa haranguing her troops before the Battle of Neville’s 
Cross/ 5 which is correct according to the text. 

5. THE CAMPAIGN OF 1356* 

A truce was concluded in 1347 but the Black Prince, who had been sent 
by Edward to Gascony, started a marauding expedition over central France 
from Bordeaux. He marched north, as far as the Loire, his object being 
apparently to join up with the Earl of Derby’s forces at Orleans; but 
hearing King John of France was on the way to meet him, retreated 
southward with all haste. The French by forced marches worked to the 
south of the Prince, between him and his base at Bordeaux, but instead 
of blocking his retreat they attacked with 60,000 men. The English army, 
strength only about 8,000, was in position south of Poictiers and completely 
routed the enemy, principally owing to the deadly effect produced by the 
archers on the French mounted men-at-arms. 

In 1359 John made “The Treaty of London ” with Edward III, surrender¬ 
ing to him the full sovereignty and nearly all the land which Henry II 
had ruled in France. As the French would not accept so humiliating a 
treaty, Edward led a new invasion from Calais to compel them to do so, 
marching at will all over northern France and attempting the Siege of 
Paris; his successes leading to peace at the Treaty of Calais in October 
1360.

6. THE CAMPAIGN OF 1367. 

The Black Prince’s operations in Spain are fully dealt with in Froissart, 
but unfortunately no illustrations of the battles are reproduced, except 
Montiel, which was a mixed affair of French, Spaniards, Moors and Jews; 
and no English appear to have taken part in it. In 1390 an expedition 
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of French and English knights, under the Duke of Bourbon, embarked 
for the coast of Africa at the request of the Genoese and attacked a 
town of that name about seventy miles from Tunis (which was subse¬ 
quently destroyed) ; of this, interesting contemporary coloured illustrations 
exist.

“Froissart’s Chronicles,” from which the coloured prints referred to are taken, is the edition of 
the translation by Thomas Johnes of these celebrated 14th century MSS., published in London 1344 
by William Smith ; with which is a set of 72 plates finely executed in colours with gold and silver 
heightening, compiled by H. N. Humphreys from the 15th century illuminated illustrations of the 
MSS., in the British Museum, Bibliotheque Royale, Paris; and other collections. The uncoloured 
aquatints appear in an edition published in London in 1808 by Longman, Hurst, Rees & Orme and 
engraved by J. Harris; they are also in small woodcut form, in the text of the 1844 edition. 


7 . OTTERBURN. 
19 th August, 1388 . 


In 1388 the Scots besieged Newcastle and were driven off by Henry 
Percy (Hotspur), son of the Earl of Northumberland; he pursued them to 
Otterburn where this battle was fought between 9,000 English, and a 
greatly inferior force of Scots under Earl Douglas. Hotspur attacked the 
Scottish entrenchments and was totally defeated with a loss of 2,000 men. 
The Ballad of Chevy Chase was founded on this battle.

8 . THE BATTLE OF AGINCOURT. 
25 th October, 1415 . 


On the 7th of August 1415 Henry V embarked an army of about 30,000 
men and a train of artillery at Southampton, sailed for Harfleur which 
capitulated on the 22 nd of September; and whence he set out with a force 
reduced to about 9,000 strong to march for Calais. He crossed the Somme 
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at Peronne without resistance, though expected, and proceeded north falling 
in with the French Army 60,000 strong on the 24th of October at Frevent. 
Recognizing the situation, he opened negotiations with the French without 
success, and at dawn on the 25th the British force attacked and completely 
defeated the French Army which lost some 10,000 killed, including the 
Constable D’Albert and many nobles. The British loss amounted to only a 
few hundreds but included the Duke of York.

9. THE CONCLUSION OF THE HUNDRED YEARS’ WAR. 

The English hold in France having been completely undermined as a 
result of the relief of Orleans in April, and the victory of the French 
under Joan of Arc, at Patay on the 18th of June, 1429; a general European 
Congress was held at Arras in 1435, but its terms were not accepted by 
the English and the war lingered on for some years, concluding with the 
Battle of Castillon (near Bordeaux) on the 17th of July, 1453, where the 
Earl of Shrewsbury’s force was totally defeated and after which Calais 
alone remained in English hands.

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10. BATTLE OF BOSWORTH. 

22nd August, 1485. 

In 1485 the Earl of Richmond, assisted with men and money by Charles VIII 
of France, crossed from Harfleur and landed at Milford Haven at the head of 
an army. The Welsh joined his standard in large numbers and Henry Tudor 
found himself strong enough to march through Wales into the Midlands and 
challenge the throne, resulting in the decisive battle on the 22nd of August 
between Richard III and himself at Market Bosworth in Leicestershire. 
Richard perished fighting desperately to the end and the crown, which was 
discovered on the field, was placed on Henry’s head and the Lancastrian 
exile thus became King Henry VII.

11. THE BATTLE OF THE SPURS. 

16th August, 1513. 

In 1512 Henry VIII sent the Marquis of Dorset with a considerable 
army to the north of Spain hoping to win back Gascony with the co¬ 
operation of the Spaniards, but the English were left to themselves and 
owing to mutinous conduct had to return to England without achieving 
any results. In 1513 Henry VIII himself led an army from Calais into 
French territory defeating the French at Guinegatte with so much ease 
that the English called the victory the “ Battle of the Spurs,” as the enemy 
made more use of them in their flight than of their swords in the struggle. 
This success led to the capture of the towns of Therouanne and Tournai 
and peace was made with France in 1514.

12. SIEGE OF BOULOGNE. 

July—September, 1544. 

In 1544 Henry VIII and Charles V (King of Spain) agreed on a joint 
invasion of France but the latter threw Henry over, made a separate peace 
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and left Henry to fight single-handed against both the French and Scots. 
During this struggle Boulogne was besieged by Henry VIP in July; it was 
defended with great gallantry in the face of enormous difficulties for two 
months but was forced to surrender on the 14th of September, the inhabitants 
being allowed to march out with their arms and property. The loss of 
Boulogne so annoyed the French that they prepared a large army to invade 
England, but this proved a failure after fruitless attempts to effect a landing. 
Boulogne was restored to the French for a sum of money in 1550.

These prints are engraved from sketches made by S. H. Grimm in 1786 for the London Society 
of Antiquaries, from coeval paintings at Cowdray in Sussex, the seat of Vycount Montague, believed 
to be contemporary works of art. As Cowdray was destroyed by fire it is fortunate that such a 
satisfactory reproduction of them has been handed down. 

They are full of interesting details of the operations, equipment and clothing of an army of that 
period. Plate 1. (a) depicts the departure of Henry VIII and his meeting with Sir Antony Brown, K.G., 
Master of the Horse (owner of Battle Abbey and Cowdray, whose son became first Viscount Montague) 
on tire bill between Calais and Marquison. Plate 1. (b) shows the King’s camp at Marquison in a 
thunderstorm, attendants struggling with tents and other incidents in camp life. Plate 1. (c) depicts 
the Siege of Boulogne in great detail, showing the occupation of the advanced trenches, large 
parks of guns in action, also the King’s, Sir Antony Brown’s and other leaders’ camps 
including the Lord Admiral’s. Gibbets with men hanging on them appear in this as they do in 
most contemporary military drawings of that period. 

13. SCOTLAND. 

1567—68. 

Mary Queen of Scots, wishing to find an excuse for marrying the Earl 
of Both well, arranged that he should fall on her while proceeding from 
Stirling to Edinburgh and make a show of forcing her to become his wife. 
Scotland however rose against this deception and at Carberry Hill, outside 
Edinburgh, her partisans deserted her and she was taken prisoner by the 
confederate barons. She was deprived of her throne, remaining a captive 
for nearly a year, and her infant son proclaimed James VI. The 
victorious nobles however began to quarrel among themselves, and in 
1568 a revolt was raised in her favour and she placed herself once more 
at the head of an army, which on the 13th of May was completely defeated 
by the forces of the Regent of Scotland, the Earl of Murray. The Queen’s 
troops were broken by a cavalry charge and fled in confusion, Mary escaping 
to England.

14. THE NETHERLANDS WAR OF INDEPENDENCE. 

1572—1604. 

Queen Elizabeth’s assistance to the Dutch against the Spanish started 
in a half-hearted manner chiefly owing to her reluctance to find the funds 
necessary for maintaining troops in Holland, but Morgan with a body of 
volunteers saved Flushing by their active co-operation. This success led 
to appeals for reinforcements, but nothing resulted until December 1585 
when Robert, Earl of Leicester went out as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Forces in the Low Countries, finding the army in a desperate state from 
poor feeding and lack of clothing. Leicester resigned the Chief Command 
in 1590 when Prince Maurice of Nassau succeeded him, with whom 
Sir Francis Vere’s name is intimately associated in all of the campaigns. 
Vere was frequently wounded, finally so in 1602 at the Siege of Grave, 
retiring from the service of the States in 1604; in which year James I 
made a treaty with the Archdukes of the Spanish Netherlands leaving the 
Dutch patriots thenceforth to their own resources. 

It is interesting to note that the prints dealing with these campaigns 
are, so far as is known, the first contemporary engravings of battles in 
which British troops were engaged, Dutch and other artists having left a 
very large number of etchings portraying the operations throughout the 
country. In this connection it is worthy to record the two volume work 
by F. Stradae, published in latin in Rome in 1647, covering the period from 
1578—1590 in which there are a large number of very fine battle plates by 
various Artists, of an average size of 12 by 16^.

Sir Francis Vere commanded the English force which was landed and 
stormed the city of Cadiz after the fleet had destroyed the Spanish vessels 
in the harbour.

16. KINSALE (O’NEILL’S REBELLION). 

1601 — 1602 . 

This town which had been seized in September 1601 by 5,000 Spaniards, 
under Don Juan D’Aguila, sent to support the rebels, was besieged by the 
Royal troops under The Lord Deputy Mountjoy. On the 23rd of September, 
an attempt to relieve it by Sir Hugh O’Neill was defeated, whereon D’Aguila 
surrendered and was permitted to ship for Holland.

18. THE SIEGE OF BREDA. 

23rd July—ioth October, 1637, 

In 1621 a large contingent of English under Sir Edward Cecil was attached 
to the army of Prince Maurice in the Netherlands, which increased to 12,000 
strong in 1624, owing to the break between England and Spain and subse¬ 
quently attained larger numbers. In 1637 at the Siege of Breda, a number 
of distinguished English officers and volunteers formed regiments and were 
actively engaged in the operations wearing the orange and blue scarf.

In the foreground the camp life of the troops, also bodies of 
cavalry including a regiment of lancers, infantry and baggage on the move appear in great detail, 
while it is extremely interesting to find that men are shown mounted on camels, which evidently 
accompanied the Army from Spain. The plate certainly seems to be the largest and most 
comprehensive military engraving of its kind, and possesses great artistic merit.

Charles I had failed so far in his military ambitions, and found disputes 
between himself and his Scottish subjects becoming acute; which made it 
necessary to raise an English force and move it to the border. Bad organiza¬ 
tion and lack of training were responsible for the failure of the expedition, 
which only escaped disaster by the “Treaty of Berwick.”

20 . THE CIVIL WAR. 

22 nd August, 1642 . 

The causes which led to the Civil War are fully dealt with in history 
and it is only necessary consequently to refer to the collision between the 
King and Parliament in April at Hull and to Nottingham, where the King 
set up his standard on the 22nd of August, 1642 which was the sign for 
its commencement. Charles soon gained a large following in the Midlands 
and decided to march southward on London, the Parliamentary Head¬ 
quarters, fighting his first important battle at Edge Hill when Prince 
Rupert commanded the Royal cavalry. The Parliamentary troops under 
the Earl of Essex were defeated, and the King resumed his march on 
London.

The Royalists were 
totally defeated at Marston Moor which was the first occasion during the war in which Rupert’s 
cavalry was repulsed by Cromwell’s Ironsides. 

The Ordinance of the 16th of February 1645 brought in the New Model 
Army—See Fortescue Vol. I page 208 and seq.—and Sir Thomas Fairfax 
was given the Chief Command of the Parliamentary forces. The regiments 
of the New Army had only begun to settle down to discipline when the 
Battle of Naseby was fought on the 14th of June 1645; Cromwell, it is 
interesting to note, having joined Fairfax’s camp at the head of his 
regiment the day before. The Royalists were completely routed and the 
King fled losing 5,000 prisoners and all his artillery and supplies.

In 1648 the English Presbyterians joined with the Scots against the New 
Model Army, resulting in what is known as the second Civil War. The 
Scottish force advancing from the north to restore the King was defeated 
by Cromwell, while the rising in the home counties was crushed by Fairfax 
with the capture of Colchester.

The exiled Charles II found an asylum in the North, although the 
Scots had been badly defeated at Dunbar and elsewhere, and succeeded in 
raising an army with which he moved South in 1651 in order to recapture 
the throne of England; he was completely defeated at Worcester on the 
3rd of September, in an action which proved to be the last pitched battle 
of the Civil War.

General 
Lockhart took over the command in 1658 after Sir John Reynolds’ death 
and the English force, assisted by its fleet, fought the Battle of Dunkirk 
(Dunes) under the leadership of Marshal Turenne, totally defeating the 
Spaniards.

22. HOLLAND. 

1666—1674. 

In 1666 Louis XIV threw in his lot with the Dutch and declared war 
against England, the Dutch fleet landed troops and captured Sheerness, 
destroyed shipping in the Medway and attacked Chatham and Rochester. 
Charles II in 1668 however, allied himself to Louis XIV, and in 1672, war 
was declared by England and France against Holland and 6,000 troops, 
including a nucleus from the Guards, served under James Duke of 
Monmouth in the United Provinces with Turenne’s army. Peace was 
finally made with the Dutch in 1674.

In 1679 the extreme Scottish Presbyterians, or Covenanters, rose against 
the King and Bishops and the suppression of the revolt was entrusted to 
James, Duke of Monmouth. The Covenanters, under Balfour of Burleigh, 
defeated the Royal troops commanded by Claverhouse at Drumclog, but 
were completely routed on the 22nd of June 1679 at Both well Bridge.

Tangier, the first English settlement in 
Africa, necessitated regiments being kept up owing to the incessant attacks 
it underwent from the Moors, but that possession was eventually given up 
in 1684—See Fortescue Vol. I page 299.

25. IRELAND. 
1689—1691. 


William III in 1688 came to England to put an end to the Stuart 
dynasty, but on the 14th of March 1689 James II, having sympathizers in 
Ireland, landed at Cork to raise Irish levies with French assistance. He 
met with resistance in the north, principally at Londonderry and Inniskillen; 
the siege of the former lasted from the 20th of April until raised by 
General Kirke on the 30th of July and caused King James’s army a loss 
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of some 5,000 men. The Rev. George Walker distinguished himself as 
its Governor by holding out when the inhabitants had been driven to the 
last extremity of famine. Inniskillen organised its defence chiefly from 
refugees from the South and West, and on the 2nd of August at the 
battle of Newtown Butler, James’s adherents were totally defeated losing 
some 2,000 killed and drowned. Sligo however was captured by James II, 
and the untrained Irish Protestants not being able to hold their own, 
William III sent over an army under General Schomberg in August to 
render them assistance. He himself joined it in 1690 fighting the battle 
of the Boyne on the 1st of July, where the Duke of Schomberg and the 
Rev. George Walker (the defender of Londonderry) were killed. James’s 
troops fled towards Dublin losing 15,000 men, while he himself embarked 
at Waterford for France on the 12th of July. The campaign dragged on 
however but was brought to a close in 1691, by the successes of the 
Comniander-in-Chief, Ginkel (Earl of Athlone) at the Siege of Athlone, 
which he took by assault on the 30th of June, and at the battle of Aughrim 
on the 12th of July, where the Irish under the French General St. Ruth 
lost 7,000 including their leader. This proved decisive to the interests of 
James II and the campaign concluded with the “Treaty of Limerick” which 
was signed on the 3rd of October.

26. THE ENGLISH AND DUTCH WAR WITH FRANCE. 

1689—1697. 

William III having settled matters in the British Isles was able to help 
the Dutch against the French, and towards the end of 1689 placed an 
army in Flanders which he commanded in person, but was usually defeated 
by Marshal Luxembourg (who commanded Louis XIV’s armies), though 
successful on each occasion in rallying the Allies; the French victories were 
consequently not on the whole effective. Steenkirk on the 3rd of August 
1692, and Neerwinden (also known as Landen) in 1693, were the two 
principal battles until the capture of Namur in 1695, the siege of which 
lasted from July to August, and was the first real success of a campaign 
which continued until the peace of Ryswick in 1697 when the French 
obtained the respite they sought. The 18th (Royal Irish) Regiment, it is 
interesting to record, received its motto as a recognition of services at the 
Seige of Namur.

27. THE WAR OF THE SPANISH SUCCESSION. 

1702—1713. 

This struggle to prevent the power of Spain being added to that which 
France had secured by the successes of Louis XIV produced a Grand 
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After J. Wyck. 
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Alliance, in which England and Holland were the chief parties, shortly 
after Queen Anne’s accession to the throne. The Duke of Marlborough 
was appointed Captain-General of the English and Dutch armies, to which 
Prince Eugene of Savoy later united his. In 1702 and 1703 Holland was 
not only saved from invasion, but Louis’ chief Ally in northern Germany 
was defeated by the capture of Liege and Bon: the French and their 
Bavarian Allies proving successful however in Austria led Marlborough to 
transfer his army to the upper Danube winning, with Prince Eugene’s aid, 
the battle of Blenheim (near Hochstadt) on the 13th of August 1704; 
when Marshal Tallard the chief French General was taken prisoner. 
Marlborough then returned to the Netherlands, gaining a remarkable series 
of victories particularly that of Ramillies in 1706, while Prince Eugene, who 
had taken command in Italy, was equally successful. Joint Naval and 
Military action at Vigo on the 12th of October 1702, with the capture of 
Gibraltar on the 24th of July 1704, and Barcelona in September 1705, pro¬ 
duced successes in Spain also; and France seemed beaten in every quarter. 

In 1707 the Allies however were decisively beaten on the 25th of July 
at the battle of Almanza, and Philip V was restored to the throne in 
Madrid, while many of the fortresses in the Netherlands were recaptured 
by the French, who however lost all they had regained at the battle of 
Oudenarde on the 11th of July 1708. Marlborough won the last of his 
great victories at Malplaquet (Tanieres) on the 11th of September 1709, after 
which the campaign in the Netherlands languished, and the Allies’ successes 
practically concluded in 1710. Denain on the 24th of July 1712, proved a 
serious defeat for the English at the hands of the French, under Marshal 
Vi liars; after which the war produced no remarkable results to either side 
and came to a conclusion at the “Treaty of Utrecht” in 1713. 

It is almost superfluous to add that representations of the battles and 
incidents of a campaign of this magnitude and importance have been 
handed down in contemporary tapestries and paintings, by French and 
Dutch artists, of great artistic merit and importance, as well as in a large 
number of engravings and illustrated books.

Volume I has an allegorical frontispiece with portraits of Eugene and Marlborough in addition 
to a large number of maps and plans, 15 plates of battles and sieges finely executed, with highly 
decorated borders and title margins. Volume II being in the same style with 17 plates of actions.

31. JACOBITE REVOLT. 

1745-46. 

The breach with France revived the Jacobite cause, the French naturally 
regarding it as an opportunity for diverting the English from expeditions 
overseas, and an invasion of England was planned in 1744, which Charles 
Edward, known as the Young Pretender, was to accompany. A storm 
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however destroyed the fleet and he was left to his own resources landing 
eventually, on the 25th of July 1745, in InverneSshire with a few companions. 
Thanks to an early and trifling success he raised the enthusiasm of the 
Highlanders and proclaiming his father as James VIII in Edinburgh, 
defeated General Cope at Preston Pans on the 21st of September. He 
then made an incursion into England, capturing Carlisle and getting as far 
South as Derby, but retraced his steps as the south of Scotland had been 
won back by King George’s adherents. The Highland army was totally 
defeated on the 16th of April 1745 at Culloden and the Young Pretender 
succeeded in escaping to France.

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32. THE SEVEN YEARS’ WAR. 

1756—1763. 

England and France were still struggling for colonial supremacy, chiefly 
in America, when a European coalition was formed, principally against 
Prussia but partly against England also, which began what is known as 
the Seven Years’ War. England fared badly, losing Minorca, and the 
situation was such that a French invasion was feared; closer co-operation 
with Prussia however produced the victory of Minden, successes also by 
Wolfe and Amherst in North America and by Admiral Hawke restored 
British prestige on land as well as at sea. The victories at Louisbourg 
and Quebec culminating with the capitulation of Montreal in 1760 made 
Canada English and George II died in October that year having seen 
England raised to a foremost place as a naval and colonial nation. George III 
succeeded to the throne and the Spaniards were unable to stop England’s 
successes, losing Havannah in 1762, but interests at home were pressing 
for peace and England made terms with France in February 1763 at the 
Peace of Paris which did not give her as much as she had a right to 
expect.

33. THE AMERICAN WAR OF INDEPENDENCE AND WARS 
WITH FRANCE, SPAIN AND HOLLAND. 

1775 - 1783 . 

The troubles between Britain and the American colonies followed the 
expulsion of France from Canada; British protection being no longer 
necessary, the colonists became impatient of the Mother Country’s control, 
chiefly owing to her commercial policy, and matters came to a head over 
the tea tax, legislation freeing America from Imperial taxation, subject to 
Imperial grants, having come too late. A considerable force of British 
troops had been concentrated at Boston from which a detachment was 
sent to destroy the military stores the local assembly had begun to collect 
for the equipment of their militia; this party was attacked at Lexington on 
the 19th of April 1775, on its way back to Boston, and forced to retreat 
with some loss, an outbreak which began the War of Independence. The 
colonists were strong enough to blockade Boston and entrenched them¬ 
selves at Breed's Hill on the night of the 16th of June, which position was 
only captured by General Gage, the British Commander, with considerable 
difficulty the next day in the battle known as Bunker’s Hill. This successful 
opposition encouraged the Americans, who appointed George Washington 
as their Commander-in-Chief, and renewed the blockade of Boston, forcing 
the British Army to retreat by sea to Halifax; while on the 4th of July 1776, 
a Congress of the thirteen colonies renounced allegiance to King George 
and formed an independent Republic under the name of the United States 
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of America. The British troops won the battle of Brooklyn in August 1776 
and Washington was driven from New York on the 15th of September, but 
General Burgoyne, in an expedition from Canada southwards to join Sir 
William Howe in 1777, was defeated at Saratoga on the Hudson on the 
7th of October and forced to surrender with all his troops to General 
Gates. This capitulation was even more effective in Europe than in 

America, and France under Louis XVI declared war against England early 
in 1778; Spain under Charles III followed suit the next year, Holland 

joining them in 1780 while Russia and Prussia formed an Armed Neutrality 
which was passively hostile. 

Lord Cornwallis produced successes in the Carolinas and Georgia but 
in 1781, when endeavouring to add Virginia, was driven back to York Town 
where he failed to meet the fleet and was forced to surrender with the 
whole of his force on the 17th of October; the Americans thus regained 

all the southern states leaving New York alone under the British Flag. 

The British had also lost the command of the sea which produced French 
successes in the West Indies and the Senegal and led to attempts to 
recover their lost influence in India, but in April 1782 Admiral Rodney won 
a decisive victory near Dominica, restoring the naval preponderance of 
England, and Gibraltar was relieved by the end of the year. A change of 
ministry led to a provisional treaty of peace with the Americans in November 
1782 and the “Treaty of Versailles” in September 1783 concluded hostilities 
with France, Spain and Holland.

34. WARS IN MYSORE. 
1780—1799. 


Besides conflicts with the various native rulers the struggle with the 
French for supremacy in India had been practically continuous since 1745 
and the few prints of such actions, as exist, have been dealt with in the 
chapters on the campaigns with which they generally correspond. 

The three wars with Mysore cover periods however when we were at 
peace with France, but that State received considerable assistance throughout 
from agents and representatives sent to further French interests in a 
powerful independent territory hostile to England. Hyder Ali opened 
hostilities in June 1780 but died in 1782 and was succeeded by his son 
Tippoo Sahib who proved a troublesome enemy, with whom an unsatis¬ 
factory peace was concluded on the 11th of March 1784 terminating the 
First Mysore War which nearly cost us the possession of India,—See 
Fortescue, Vol. Ill, chapters 22, 23 and 24. 

Lord Cornwallis was appointed Governor-General and Commander-in- 
Chief in 1786, but early the next year Tippoo Sultan sent representatives 
to the French court and took every opportunity of infracting the treaty, 
bringing matters to a head in 1790 by attacking Travancore whose ruler 
was friendly to the English which necessitated a Second Mysore War. In 
this Lord Cornwallis commanded the forces in person and took Bangalore 
on the 21st of March 1791 after a short siege, defeated Tippoo at Arikera 
on the 13th of May but failed however to prevent him withdrawing his 
army into Seringapatam. The strongholds of Nandydroog, Sewandroog, 
Ootra-Durgum and Ramgherry were taken by storm between October and 
December of the same year and a decisive victory obtained before Serin¬ 
gapatam on the 7th of February 1792 after which that city was invested. 
Tippoo Sultan sued for peace on the 23rd, sending two sons as hostages, 
and a treaty was ratified on the 19th of March. 

Tippoo Sultan, however, still continued his intrigues with France and 
with the Native States even to the extent of sending an embassy to 
Afghanistan, which led to prompt action by Lord Mornington who had 
been appointed Governor-General in 1798. General Harris was appointed 
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to command the force which early in February 1799 invaded Mysore for 
the third time and in which, it is interesting to note, Colonel Arthur 
Wellesley (Duke of Wellington) commanded a Division. The enemy was 
defeated at Mallavelly, and Seringapatam invested once more on the 6th 
of April falling by assault on the 4th of May, when Tippoo Sultan was 
killed and where 8,000 Mysore troops fell.

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35 - WARS OF THE FRENCH REVOLUTION.

The French Revolution brought about a general upheaval in Europe 
owing to the emigration of the partisans of the old order, and in 1792 
France declared war against Austria and Russia. These Powers invaded 
France, but the soldiers of the Revolution were successful in all directions 
and a few short campaigns extended her boundaries to the Rhine and the 
Alps. England strove to avoid interference in continental affairs but France 
brought matters to a head by declaring war against England and Holland 
on the 7th of February 1793, and Frederick Duke of York, George the Ill’s 
second son, was appointed Commander-in-Cbief to the Army in Holland at 
an age, which made his position an invidious one. The Republican forces 
defeated the Allies conquering all Holland, while expeditions sent to assist 
counter revolutions at Toulon and at Quiberon in Brittany were similarly 
unsuccessful. Most of the European Powers were intimidated into peace 
with France, where a more moderate Government had been established ; 
Holland and Spain actually joining her against England, while Buonaparte’s 
successes in Italy in 1796 resulted in England being eventually left single- 
handed against France and her Allies. Their combined strength at sea led 
to schemes for the overthrow of our fleet and our invasion being evolved 
and a few French actually landed at Fishguard on the 23rd of February 
1797, but they surrendered to the local militia. The naval victories however 
off Cape St. Vincent, Camperdown and elsewhere eased a situation which 
had become very critical and England’s supremacy at sea was not entirely 
re-established till the Battle of the Nile in 1798. 

These successes contributed materially to minimise the effect of the 
rising in Ireland that year, which was suppressed before the French landed 
in Killala Bay on the 22nd of August under General Humbert; his force 
consequently obtained little local support and was obliged to surrender at 
Ballinamuck on the 8th of September. 

France had meanwhile lost nearly all her gains during the revolutionary 
wars and a league called the “Second Coalition” was formed in which 
Austria, Russia and England were the principal members; when Buonaparte 
dramatically put an end to the “Directoire” and was acclaimed First 
Consul. He persuaded Russia to forsake the Allies, crushed the Austrians 
at Marengo on the 14th of June 1800, restoring French supremacy in Italy 
and England again found herself single-handed, with an Armed Neutrality 
of Northern Powers working against her. This combination was broken 
by the defeat of the Danish fleet at Copenhagen in 1801 and Russia’s 
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withdrawal, which ended Buonaparte’s hopes of overthrowing English naval 
supremacy; but both countries being exhausted in the struggle a peace 
was arrived at in the treaty of Amiens in March 1802 when England 
abandoned most of her conquests.

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36. THE NAPOLEONIC WARS. 

1803—1814.

The treaty of Amiens brought little more than a truce giving Buonaparte 
the respite he sought to mature his designs for an Empire overseas, 
embittered as he was by his failures so far in Egypt and India, where his 
agents were constantly active; and his aggressions necessitated Britain 
declaring war once more in May 1803, after less than fourteen months 
of peace. 

The Mahrattas had been stirred up and operations were commenced 
against them in August that year, in which General Lake and Sir Arthur 
Wellesley (Duke of Wellington) commanded the principal Armies, gaining 
the victories of Laswari, Assaye and Argaum. The end of December 1803 
saw the conclusion of the first phase of the “ Second Mahratta War ” 
which continued, however, until the treaty dictated by Lord Lake to 
Holkar brought it to a close on the 24th of December 1805; but no prints 
appear to exist of the operations after Laswari. See Fortescue, Vol. V, 
chapters 3 and 4. 

In May 1804 Buonaparte declared himself Emperor of the French as 
Napoleon I, and early in 1805 a “Third Coalition” consisting of England, 
Russia, Austria, Sweden and other powers was formed against France, but 
Nelson’s victory at Trafalgar put an end to Napoleon’s schemes for an 
invasion of England. He consequently concentrated his efforts on Europe, 
gained the decisive victory of Austerlitz, and carried everything before him, 
while in 1807 the Czar Alexander abandoned his Allies and at the Treaty 
of Tilsit divided Europe with Napoleon. The latter in order to defeat the 
English, devised the so-called “Continental System” and declared all British 
Islands in a state of blockade, on which England retaliated by forbidding 
trade with France and reducing the rights of Neutrals, thereby securing 
for herself the practical monopoly of the carrying trade of the world. 

Recent events make it interesting to recall the Forcing of the Dardanelles 
between the 19th of February and 3rd of March 1807, of which the only 
prints appear to be the beautifully executed aquatint plates in colours in 
Ralph’s “ Naval Chronology.”

Portugal almost alone had remained faithful to England in rejecting the 
“ Continental System,” and was annexed by Napoleon with the help of his 
Ally Charles IV of Spain, whom he forced to abdicate in 1809 making 
his own brother Joseph king; an act which was resented by the Spaniards 
and set the whole peninsula against him. A small force was sent to 
Portugal under Sir Arthur Wellesley (the hero of the Mahratta War) and 
the “ Peninsula War ” began—not to conclude until 1814, when France 
found herself invaded from all sides. The Germans and Russians entered 
Paris on the 3rd of April, on which Napoleon abdicated his throne and 
peace conditions were drafted at the first Treaty of Paris, where it was 
arranged that the final settlement of Europe should be effected in a general 
Congress at Vienna.

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37. WAR WITH THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

1812—1815. 

The “Orders in Council” restricting the rights of Neutrals raised 
discontent in America, where the methods employed were objected to and 
trade with England was broken off. They were consequently abolished 
but too late and America declared war in 1812 invading Canada unsuccess¬ 
fully. In 1813 the situation in the lakes went against us, we lost Fort 
George on the 27th of May and the English flotilla in Lake Erie was 
destroyed on the 10th of September by Commodore Perry. On the 11th 
of September 1814 the British squadron in Lake Champlain was captured 
and the expedition against Plattsburg under Sir George Prevost had to 
be abandoned. At the conclusion of the Peninsula War troops were 
transferred to America but met with little success and the battle of New 
Orleans on the 8th of January 1815 proved unnecessarily disastrous to the 
veterans of that campaign, as peace had been signed on the 24th of 
December 1814, at the Treaty of Ghent.

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39. THE CAMPAIGN OF WATERLOO. 

1815. 

Napoleon was banished to Elba by sentence of the European Powers 
in April 1814 and Louis XVIII made King; notwithstanding this on the 
1st of March 1815 he returned to France, was received with enthusiasm 
by the troops and entering Paris on the 20th was restored to power and 
Louis driven into exile taking refuge in Ghent. 

The Congress of Vienna, where the Duke of Wellington was representing 
Great Britain, declared Napoleon a common enemy and the chief Powers 
(Great Britain, Russia, Prussia and Austria) collected Armies to deal with 
the situation. The Duke of Wellington reached Brussels on the 4th of 
April to find the British Army sadly unprepared —see Fortescue Vol. X, 
chapter 22—and on the 4th of May the whole of the troops of the 
Netherlands were also included in his command. 

The Allies arranged to invade France simultaneously with six Armies, 
the Prussians under Blucher on Wellington’s left ; but Napoleon having 
decided to strike rapidly into Belgium, where his prospects were certain 
of rallying the Belgians to his cause and probably the Dutch also, crossed 
the frontier on the 15th of June. He defeated the Prussians at Ligny on 
the 16th forcing them to retire, but his left wing under Marshal Ney failed 
to drive back the British at Quatre Bras; nevertheless Wellington, as a 
result of the retreat of the Prussians, was constrained to withdraw to 
a position south of Waterloo on the 17th. Napoleon attacked the next 
day, having detached Grouchy to fend off the Prussians, but was totally 
defeated by the combined Armies and the remnants of the French Forces 
were pursued into Paris, which was occupied by the Prussians on the 
6th of July. Napoleon took refuge on a British Man-of-War which resulted 
in peace being concluded on the 20th of November, and Louis XVIII 
restored to the throne. 

The Battle of Waterloo was naturally profusely depicted in contemporary 
prints and books which are interesting as such, but few possess quality, 
the period being subsequent to that of the best engravers’ work. Many 
reproductions exist however of modern pictures which do full justice to it 
from an artistic point of view, notably those by French artists.

This merits reference ; the later edition was designed for setting up in a miniature stage. The 
principal commanders and troops of both sides are depicted also the local characters necessary to 
complete the play, including one “ Molly Malony ” referred to, as well-known to officers and privates 
of the 92nd Regt, which she apparently accompanied from England. 

The following contemporary illustrated books and prints deal with the 
various operations of Great Britain and her Allies concluding with 
the Campaign of Waterloo. All the important plates of British actions in 
them have been dealt with in the text.

Both the military and naval subjects have also been issued in copper and copper gilt medal¬ 
lion boxes bearing the portraits of Wellington and Nelson respectively. These are very scarce 
and interesting and a short description of each subject appears on the back of the print. In 
this connection it is interesting to note that the battle of Vittoria appears in a small contemporary 
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medallion box issued in Prussia to commemorate its efforts at the same period, though why this 
particular action and not Waterloo should have been selected it is impossible to say.

The Governor-General, the Marquis of Hastings was Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army while Lieutenant General Sir T. Hislop 
commanded the Army of the Dekkan from the Madras and Bombay 
Presidencies. The fighting was of a very extensive and arduous character 
and a treaty was signed with Holkar on the 6th of January 1818, but 
punitive operations continued until 1819.

This fortress had been surrendered by Holkar in the treaty of January 6th and a force 
arrived to take possession, but the Commandant refused to surrender and the garrison proving 
treacherous was killed to a man. 

The first dispute with Burma in 1795 had been amicably settled but that 
Empire, formed by the consolidation of most of the States between Siam 
and India, started trouble on the borders of Aracan and Chittagong, as 
the King of Ava apparently imagined he could absorb Bengal. Aggressions 
necessitated an expedition under Major General Sir Archibald Campbell, 
K.C.B., and Rangoon was taken on the 11th of May 1824. After the 
capture of Fort Syriam in 1824 there was a short armistice but hostilities 
were renewed, Aracan falling on the 1st of April 1825. The defeat of the 
Burmese near Prome on the 25th of December resulted in peace being 
signed the 24th of February 1826 at the treaty of Yandaboo.

The tyrannical conduct of the King of Ashantees to the tribes adjoining 
our possessions on the coast led to operations being undertaken by 
Sir Charles McCarthy, but the force under his personal command was 
defeated at Assamacow on the 21st of January 1824 where he was killed. 
Lieutenant Colonel Sutherland arrived at Cape Coast Castle in 1825 with 
troops from Sierra Leone and defeated the Ashantees at Accra on the 
11 th of July. The country continued unsettled however and they were 
again defeated by Colonel Purdon at Dodoowah on the 7th of August 1826, 
after which protracted negotiations ensued and peace was not actually 
concluded until the 29th of April 1831.

183 S— 1840 . 

King Ferdinand of Spain died on the 18th of September 1833 and 
Queen Isabella acceded to the throne during the minority of her infant 
daughter, whose uncle Don Carlos declared himself legitimate heir to the 

throne and appeared in Spain in July 1834. Britain supported Isabella, and 
General Sir G. De Lacy Evans in 1835 raised a British Legion to assist 
the Queen and secured San Sebastian in an action on the 5th of May 1836, 
defeating the attack of the Carlists on that town the 1st of October the 
same year. The Fort of I run was captured on the 16th of May 1837 and 

Don Carlos sought refuge in France in September 1839. The British 
auxiliaries evacuated San Sebastian and Passages in 1840.

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44 - FRENCH CANADIAN RISING. 

1837—1838. 

A movement for the separation of the Canadas from Great Britain 
began simultaneously in Upper and Lower Canada in November 1837, and 
J. Papineau a landowner influential with the French was conspicuous in 
the former. The rebels were in strength at St. Charles and St. Dennis on 
the River Richelieu and two brigades were formed to quell the insurrection. 
The operations against St. Dennis failed but Colonel Wetherall was successful 
at St. Charles and later at St. Eustache, on the other side of Montreal, in 
which direction it had spread. 

The outbreak was deemed patriotic and elicited sympathy in America, 
particularly in the Northern States, where active co-operation with Lower 
Canada became so great that the peaceful relations between Great Britain 
and the United States were endangered. The “ Sympathizers ” as they 
were known took Navy Island near Niagara Falls in December and later 
Point Pelee Island in Lake Erie, where they were defeated by Colonel 
Maitland in March 1838. In November that year the rebellion again broke 
out and the “Sympathizers” came over in schooners from Ogdensburg 
with the intention of taking Prescott, but were completely defeated by the 
troops under Sir John Colborne who was then Governor-General.

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45 - THE FIRST AFGHAN WAR. 

183 ^— 1842 . 

The intrigues of Dost Mahommed, Amir of Afghanistan, with Russia 
made it desirable to drive him out and restore Shah Soojah. The 
undertaking proved very difficult but was accomplished; the Indus was 
crossed and the army suffered heavy losses in its march through the Boian 
Pass, while Ghuznee proved more formidable than was expected but fell 
by assault on the 23rd July 1839. This enabled Cabul to be occupied 
without opposition, when Dost Mahommed surrendered and Shah Soojah 
was installed on the throne. Khelat capitulated to an assault on the 13th 
of November 1839 and the army of occupation was considerably reduced; 
desultory fighting continued however throughout 1840 and 41 when a 
further reduction in the garrison resulted in the outbreak in October which 
swept the Country. The retreat from Cabul and the passage of the Khurd 
Cabul Pass in January 1842 were disasters which were not retrieved 
until April, when Major General Pollock forced the Khyber and thus 
relieved Jellalabad, recapturing Cabul on the 16th of September when Lady 
Sale and many prisoners were rescued.

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47. WARS IN CHINA. 

1840—1860. 

Chiefly owing to efforts to check the traffic in opium and difficulties 
over trading with Europeans, fighting took place in China generally 
throughout the whole of this period; the principal phases being the War 
of 1840—42, the Operations of 1847, and the War of 1857—60. The first 
of these was precipitated by the Emperor’s edict of the 5th of January 
1840 forbidding trade with Britain for ever, when a force was sent from 
India and a great deal of hard fighting took place. Chusan surrendered on 
the 5th of July and a blockade of the Chinese coast was established, 
on which peace negotiations were opened but ceased owing to a breach 
of faith on the Chinese Emperor’s part on the 6th of January 1841, and 
Chuenpee was stormed on the 7th resulting in Hong Kong being ceded to 
Great Britain and taken possession of on the 26th. The Emperor however 
again rejected the treaty and hostilities were resumed in February, Sir 
Hugh Gough taking command on the 2nd of March. The heights 
commanding Canton were taken in May which led to that city being 
ransomed and hostilities ceased in June when the British force was 
withdrawn. Local disturbances still continued however and British troops 
had to be again employed; Amoy was taken on the 26th of August and 
Shanghai fell in June 1842, this produced peace on the 29th of August 
that year and Hong Kong was ceded in perpetuity to England. 

The lessons of 1842 were nevertheless soon forgotten and repeated 
aggressions on British subjects near Canton necessitated operations in 1847, 
of which Major General Sir Charles D’Aguilar was placed in command, 
and though the force available was small prompt action was deemed 
advisable. The expedition proceeded up the Canton River, spiking the guns 
and destroying the magazines of the forts on the way and landed at Canton, 
returning to Hong Kong after having settled matters with the Chinese in 
a few days. 

Non-fulfilment of the original terms of August 1842 gradually led up to 
the war in 1857—60 when, in conjunction with a French force, troops were 
collected from India and England. Canton was bombarded and taken on 
the 5th of January 1858 and the Allies proceeded towards Pekin taking the 
Taku Forts on the 20th of May, when negotiations commenced at Tien-tsin 
and a treaty was signed in June. This proved ineffective and an attempt 
to force the forts on the Peiho River was repulsed by the Chinese in June 
1859 necessitating another expedition. The British force was commanded 
by Sir Hope Grant, the French by General Montauban and the Taku Forts 
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were again captured on the 21st of August 1860, when the Allies advanced 
on Pekin which fell on the 12th of October. A convention was signed on 
the 24th of October which ratified the Tien-tsin treaty, exacted an indemnity 
and further conditions and the Allies left Pekin on the 5th of November.

1843—1849. 

Relations with the Amirs of Scinde had been strained since the 
commencement of the Afghan War in 1839 and culminated in an attack 
on the British residency at Hyderabad in February, which brought about 
the “ Scinde Campaign of 1843.” The garrison succeeded in joining Sir 
Charles Napier who was marching to attack the enemy, which he did on the 
17th of that month at Meeanee defeating a force five times his strength 
with great slaughter. One Amir stood out however but was routed at 
Dubba near Hyderabad on the 24th of March; Scinde was consequently 
annexed and Sir Charles Napier appointed Governor in June the same year.

An army was 
immediately concentrated under Sir Hugh Gough, the Commander-in-Chief, 
and moving at great speed came into contact with the advance force of 
the Sikhs at Moodkee on the 18th of that month. This force was 
defeated and withdrew to Ferozeshah where the main army was entrenched, 
which was attacked and repulsed falling back to Sobraon on the Sutlej. 
An independent force meanwhile threatened the British communications 
but was defeated at Aliwal on the 28th of January 1846, and the Sikh army 
at Sobraon was defeated on the 10th of February that year. Lahore was 
occupied on the 20th of February and peace signed on the 9th of March. 
Operations had to be undertaken against Kot Kangra in May as the 
commander of that fortress refused to comply with the orders of the. Sikh 
Government to deliver it up to the British.

50. CRIMEA. 

1854—1856. 

A possible partition of the Turkish Empire added to disputes between 
the Greek and Latin Churches over the possession of the Holy places in 
Palestine led to dissensions between Russia and the Western Powers. 
Turkey, owing to its fear of Russia, supported the Latin side and war 
broke out between these Powers in October 1853. The English and 
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French, allied for the first time for many generations, were drawn into 
declaring war on the 15th of March 1854; large numbers of troops 

were sent to the East and located some time at Gallipoli and other 

places, whence they were concentrated at Varna in May under Lord Raglan 
and Marshal St. Arnaud. 

An invasion of the Crimea having been decided on, the Allied Armies 
landed at Eupatoria, about thirty miles north of Sebastopol, between the 
14th and 16th of September and moving south, their force of some 57,000 

men attacked and routed the Russians, 40,000 strong, under Prince 

Menschikoff on the Alma river on the 20th. The town and harbour of 
Balaclava was occupied on the 26th of September and the Siege of Sebastopol 
commenced on the 15th of October. The battle of Balaclava was fought 
on the 25th of that month and a sortie from Sebastopol by the Russians, 
who had been reinforced, was repulsed by the combined^ British and French 
forces at Inkerman on the 5th of November. Omar Pacha disembarked in 
the Crimea with the rest of the Turkish army on the 5th of January 1855 
and in May General Pelissier succeeded Canrobert, who had taken command 
of the French after Marshal St. Arnaud’s death ; while General Simpson 
was appointed to that of the British in June, on Lord Raglan’s. 

The capture of the Malakoff by the French and the English assault 
on the Redan resulted in the Russians retreating from Sebastopol, after 
their able defence under General Todleben, on the 8th of September by 
the bridge of boats to the North Forts, whence they had maintained 
communication with Russia throughout. Though Kars was captured on the 
26th of November by General Mouravieff, after a gallant defence by 
General Williams, hostilities were suspended on the 29th of February 1856 
and peace was signed at Paris on the 30th of March, the Allies evacuating 
the Crimea the same year. 

As prints illustrating this conflict have been produced to an extent 
which makes a complete catalogue practically impossible, the principal ones 
only have been referred to. For plates of the Naval operations see “ Naval 
Prints” (Cust), chapters 260—277.

THE INDIAN MUTINY. 

1857 — 1858 . 

India had been somewhat denuded of British troops since the Crimea 
and as the religious and secular prejudices of the various races and native 
troops had been unsettled for some time past, a grievance was made out 
of the use of greased cartridges for the improved Enfield rifle; and though 
the issue was promptly discontinued a considerable number of disaffected 
regiments had to be disbanded and a mutiny broke out at Meerut on the 
10th of May, which soon spread and became most acute at Delhi, where 
the Mahomedans hoped to restore the Mogul Empire. 

Our hold of Bengal was reduced to a few hard beset garrisons notably 
Lucknow and Cawnpore; the garrison of the latter surrendered to Nana 
Sahib on the 28th of June, but was shot down and the women and 
children brutally murdered though protection had been guaranteed; while 
the Residency at Lucknow was besieged by the rebels on the 1st of July. 
The Sikhs in the Punjaub however remained loyal and a force composed 
of British and Sikh troops under General Havelock moved south, defeated 
Nana Sahib and recaptured Cawnpore. Operations against Delhi began on 
the 8th of June and the Kashmir Gate was taken by assault on the 14th 
of September, the city falling on the 20th ; while Havelock, who had been 
joined by Sir James Outram, marched to Lucknow, defeated the rebels at 
Alum Bagh on the 23rd of September and relieved the Residency, leaving 
Outram in command. 

General Sir Colin Campbell (afterwards Lord Clyde) who had been 
appointed Commander-in-Chief on the 11th of July was joined by 
Havelock and withdrew the besieged garrison of the Lucknow Residency 
in November, retaking Cawnpore on the 28th, where General Windham 
had been repulsed the day previously by the rebel Gwalior Contingent; 
but this force was completely defeated by Sir Colin Campbell on the 6th of 
December. Lucknow city which had been fortified by the rebels was 
taken on the 21st of March 1858, but operations were necessary in the 
Mahratta districts in Central India before the rising was stamped out. 
As a result of the Mutiny the rule of the East India Company was 
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terminated and the Government assumed by the Crown on the 1st of 
November, when Queen Victoria was proclaimed throughout India.

This expedition was necessitated by the refusal of King Theodore, 
Negus of Abyssinia, to release British subjects who had been made 
captive in his territory. The operations were carried out from India, 
General Sir Robert Napier (afterwards Lord Napier of Magdala) being 
in command and the first Brigade was disembarked in October 1867. The 
Abyssinians attacked the British advanced troops at Arogee on the 10th of 
April 1868 and were defeated with considerable loss, on which the 
European prisoners were given up, but as the King refused to submit, 
Magdala was stormed on the 13th of April when Theodore was killed.
